Sometime ago General of che 
Army, Douglas MacArthur, was 


relieved as United Nations Com- 
mander in the Far East. Some peo- 
ple say that this was one of our 
President’s biggest mistakes. I 
‘never bring politics into the pul- 
pit. I do not know what would 
happen if MacArthur’s policies 
were carried out in the Orient—but 
I do know this—he did a grand 
job in Japan. When he went to 
Japan, he said that the remaking 
of that nation was a “theological 
question.” He felt that it was a 
matter of their getting right with 
God. He called on us for one thou- 
sand missionaries. We haven’t sent 
that many, but we have sent a 
large number and some of the 
greatest revivals in modern history 
have been held in Japan, Because 
of MacArthur’s matchless leader- 
ship and all the other contributing 
factors, Japan is a different coun- 
try today. MacArthur’ deserves 
great praise for the work which he 
did over there. 


When the General came back to 
America after fourteen years 
abroad, he made a speech to the 
American Congress, one of the fin- 
est and most dramatic speeches 
ever heard in America. At the end 
of the speech he quoted an old 
song of the army, with the title, 
“OLD. SOLDIERS NEVER DIE.” 


~-But I ‘have not come today to 
talk to you about MacArthur; you 
can read about him in the news- 
papers and magazines. I want to 
tell you of another old soldier, an 
old soldier of the cross, whose name 
was Paul. He, too, was coming 
down toward the end of the way. 
He said: “I am now ready to be 
offered, and the time of my de- 
parture is at hand. I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: 
‘Henceforth ‘there is laid up for me 
a crown of: righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall

give me at that day: and not to 
me only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing” (II Tim. 
4:6-8). In a little while his head 
will roll off the block and they 
will pronounce him dead. But his 
soul, his spirit, the real Paul, will 
be living on forever and ever with 
the Christ whom he loved, It is 
true that old soldiers of the cross 
never die.

You are aware that the principle of blood revenge is a 
deep-seated one in the eastern mind. From the oldest ages it 
was always the custom with the Orientals, when a man was 
murdered or slain by chance-medley, for the nearest relative, 
his heir or any person related to him, to take revenge for 
him upon the person who, either intentionally or unintention- 
ally, was the means of his death. The revenger of blood would 
hunt his victim for forty years—ay, until he died, if he was 
not able to reach him before—and would be at his heels all 


his life, that he might slay him. 


God, instead of refusing to the | 
Jews what they regarded as the} 


privilege of taking vengeance, 
passed a commandment’ which 
rendered it impossible almost that 
a man should be killed unless he 
were really a murderer; for He 
appointed six cities, at convenient 
distances, so that when one man 
killed another by chance-medley 
and committed nomicide, he might 
at once flee to one of these cities; 
and though he must live there all 
his life, yet the avenger of blood 
could never touch him, if he were 
innocent.

old life, and that he was living 
ealy for Christ, He said that a sol- 
cier didn’t entangle himself in the 
effairs of this world; that if he 
did this, he couldn’t do his best as 
a soldier, and he couldn't please his 
master. 


Christians need to learn this les- 
6on today. Too many of them are 
mixed up with the things of this 
world, Thus their powers become 
dissipated and they are not able 
to do anything for God, When we 
ask them to do something for the 
Lord and to be faithful to the 
church, they tell us that they are 
too busy. When you are too busy 
to do something for God, you are 
busier than God wants you to be. 
Paul also said that a soldier of 
the cross must learn to endure hard- 
mess. He was certainly a worthy 
example of this great truth. When 
he came to Christ, his family and 
friends turned against him. Often 
he was placed in prison; many 
times he was beaten with stripes. 
Hie suffered the heat of the sum- 
mer and the cold of the winter. He 
was shipwrecked three times, Once 
he was stoned and left for dead. 
But he could say, “The Lord stood 
by me in it all.” In spite of all 
that happened, he rejoiced to suf- 
fer for Christ’s sake, He said: 
“Therefore I take pleasure in in- 
firmities, in reproaches, in necessi- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses 
for Christ’s sake” (II Cor. 12:10). 


_No man ever suffered for Christ 
as he did. Here is the list in II 
Corinthians 11:23-28 ... “In stripes 
above measure, in prisons more 
frequent, in deaths oft. Of the Jews 
five times received I forty stripes 
save one, Thrice was I beaten with 
rods, once was I stoned, thrice I 
suffered shipwreck, a night and a 
day I have been in the deep; In 
journeyings often, in perils of wa- 
ters, in perils of robbers, in perils 
by mine own countrymen, in perils 
by the heathen, in perils in the city, 
in perils in the wilderness, in 
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perils in the sea; in perils among 
false brethren; In weariness and 
painfulness, in watchings often, ia 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, 
in cold and nakedness. Beside those 
things that are without, that which 
cometh upon me daily, the care 
of all the churches. 


Have we ever suffered anything 
for Christ? Have we ever made a 
sacrifice for Him? Paul did this 
and he calls on us to do the same 
thing in Romans 12:1, “I beseech 


you therefore, brethren, by the mer- 


cies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service.” 


Paul’s life was marked by the 
highest loyalty to his great Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the Lord Jesus 


Christ. On one occasion Latimer, 
the great Christian martyr of Eng- 
land, announced that he would 
preach on a subject forbidden by 
the king. Just as the service started, 
the king and his company entered 
and took their seats. When Lati- 
mer stood up to preach, hedid a 
dramatic thing. He walked back 
and forth in the pulpit, saying, 
“Latimer, thy king heareth.. thee. 
Be careful what you say.” Then 
he stopped at the pulpit, put his 
'hand on the Bible, looked up to 
‘Heaven, and said, “Latimer, thy 
Lord heareth thee. Be careful what 
you say.” He then went on -to 
preach the powerful sermon which 
he had prepared for that occasion. 
At the close of the service, thé 
king came up and said to him, 
“God bless you, Latimer. I love 
and respect a man who fears God 
more than he fears his king.” That 
was like Paul. He was loyal to 
Christ above everything else on 


-| earth. 


If. The Old Soldier Looks 
Back on Life 


“I have fought a good fight,” he 
said. He looked upon life as a bat- 
tle to be fought, a victory to be 
won. He said on one occasion that 
he was not fighting flesh and blood, 
but the evil hosts of Satan. This 
is a fight which never ends this 
side of Glory. 


In the first place, Paul had to 
fight himself. He said, “I have 
been saved, but the old carnal na- 
ture is still present, I- want to .be 
absolutely free of sin; but I am 
having a desperate fight. There are 
two natures in me. The flesh and 
the spirit are both there, and they 
are always fighting, the one against 
the other. The things that I would 
do, I do not. The things that I 
ought not to do, I do.” Then he 
tells us where the victory comés 
in. “But thanks be unto God which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ” (I Cor. 15:57). 

We are just like that. We are 
surrounded by all sorts of tempta- 
tions. They are on the right of us, 
the left of us, in front of us, be- 
hind us, We are bounded by temp- 
tations on the North, the South, 
the East and the West. We often 
give in, we let the Devil defeat us, 
then we are miserable indeed. But 
on other occasions we pray, 
overcome temptations through the 
power of Christ, and then our 
hearts are flooded with happiness. 


He also had to fight the enemies 
of the gospel. They knew how faith- 
ful he was to Christ, so they tried 
in every way to hinder him and 
to block his testimony for the Lord. 
These enemies are still alive to- 
day. When we Christians set out

This is being dictated just be- 
fore I leave for an eight-day 
evangelistic campaign under a 
big tent on the grounds of the 
church where I was converted. 
When I was a country boy at 
the age of eleven, 1 was con- 
verted in a revival in this coun- 
try church, five miles west of 
Dothan, Alabama. I began 
preaching before I was fifteen 
years old. Four years after my 
conversion, I conducted a series 
of meetings in the same church, 
and Allen Smith, a boyhood 
friend, was converted in my 
revival. Later Allen went to 
college and became an out- 
standing Baptist minister. He 
has held some of the leading 
pastorates in Alabama and 
other states and has also been 
successful in the evangelistic 
field. He has now returned to 
the old home community, built 
a home, and is living there. He 
and I are going to conduct this 
eight-day evangelistic cam- 
paign. 

My boyhood home is located 
just four miles from this coun- 
try church. The bodies of my 
father and mother and all of 
my brothers and sisters sleep in 
a country cemetery just three 
miles from this Southeast Ala- 
bama country church where 
both Allen Smith and I were 
converted. 

I cannot realize that I am 
sixty-seven years of age and 
that fifty-six years ago I be- 
came a Christian, and it is 
harder still to realize that I 
have been preaching the Gospel 
for fifty-two years. My work 
has taken me into all the states 
and thirty foreign countries, 
and I have had the honor of

preaching face to face to more 
people than any other preacher 
in the world. Little did I 
realize the night I was con- 
verted at the age of eleven and, 
of course, did not realize when 
Allen Smith was converted four 
years later that after fifty 
years, he and I would be united 
in an evangelistic campaign on 
the grounds where the little 
church where we were. con- 
verted is. located. 


If I could not have borrowed 
some money when I was a boy, 
I would not thave been able to 
have gone to college and re- 
ceive training for the ministry.

Apart from Scripture, we should have been disposed 
to infer the existence of other orders of intelligent and spirit- 
ual beings besides man. As the order of creation climbs up to 
man from the lowest living organism through many various 
stages of existence, so surely the series must be continued 
beyond man, through rank on rank of spiritual existence up 
to the very steps of the eternal throne. The divine mind must 
be as prolific in spiritual as it has been in natural forms of 


life. 


But we are not left to conjec- 
ture. From every part of Scripture 
come testimonies to the existence 


of angels. They rejoiced when ‘the -

New Jerusalem: an angel stands 
(Rev. 21:12). They trod the plains 
of Mamre, and sang over the fields 
of Bethlehem. One prepared the 
meal on the desert sands for Eli- 
jah; another led Peter out of jail; 
and a third flashed through the 
storm to stand by the hammock 
where the Apostle Paul was sleep- 
ing (Acts 27:23, 24). 

But in the mind of the pious 
Hebrew the greatest work which 
the angels ever wrought was in 
connection with the giving of the 
law. The children cf Israel receiv- 
ed the law “as it was ordained by 
angels” (Acts 7:53, R.V.). It was 
necessary, therefore, in showing 
the superiority of the gospel to 
the Law, to begin by showing the 
superiority of Him through whom 
the gospel was given, over all or- 
ders of bright and blessed spirits, 
which, in their shining ranks and 
their twenty thousand chariots, 
went and came during the giving 
of the decalogue from the brow of 
Sinai (Psa. 68:17). 


It is not difficult to prove the 
Lord’s superiority to angels. It is 
twofold: in Nature and in Office. 


In Nature.—‘‘He hath by inheri- 
tance obtained a more excellent 
name than they” (vs. 4). In verse 
7, quoted from Psalm 104:4 (R.V. 
marg.), Where they are distinctly 
spoken of as messengers and min- 
isters, they are compared to winds 
and flames—winds, for their swift- 
ness and invisibility; flames, be- 
cause of their ardent love. But how 
great the gulf between: their na- 
ture, which may thus be com- 
pared to the elements of creation, 
and the nature of that glorious Be- 
ing whom they are bidden to wor- 
ship, and who is addressed in the 
sublime title of Son! (Heb. 1:6; 
rsa; 97:7.) 


In Office.—In verse 14 they are 
spoken of as ministering spirits, 
“sent forth to do service for the 
sake of them that shall inherit 
salvation” (R.V.). This liturgy of 
service is a_ literal fact. When 
struggling against overwhelming 
difficulties; when walking the 
dark, wild mountain- -pass alone; 
when in peril or urgent need—we 
are surrounded by invisible forms, 
like those» which accompanied the 
path of Jesus, ministering to Him 
in the desert, strengthening Him 
in the garden, hovering around His 
cross, watching His grave, and ac- 
companying Him to His home. 
They keep pace with the swiftest 
trains in which we travel. They 
come unsoiled through the murki- 
est air. They smooth away the 
heaviest difficulties. They garrison 
with tight the darkest sepulchers. 
They bear us up in their hands, 
lest we should strike our foot 
against a stone. Many an escape 
from imminent peril; many an un- 
expected assistance; many a bright 
and holy thought whispered in the 
ear, we know not whence or how 
—is due to those bright and loving 
spirits. “The good Lord — forgive 
me,” says Bishop Hall, “for that, 


amongst my other offenses, I have 


suffered myself so much to for- 
get the presence of His holy an- 
gels.” But valuable as their of- 
fice is it is not to be mentioned 
in the same breath as Christ’s, 
which is set down for us in this 
chapter.

He is The Organ of Creation 

“By whom also he made the 
worlds.” To make that which is 
seen out of nothing, that is crea- 
tion: it is a divine work; and 
creation is attributed to Christ. 
“By him were all things created, 
that are in heaven, and that are 
in earth.” “All things were made 
by him; and without him was not 
anything made that was made” 
(Col. 1:16; John 1:3). ‘But the 
word here and in 11:3 translated 
worlds means ages. Not only was 
the material universe made by 
Him, but each of the great ages 
of the world’s story has been in- 
stituted by Jesus Christ. 

When genius aspires to immor- 
tality, it leaves the artist’s name 
inscribed on stone or canvas: and 
so Inspiration, “dipping her pen 
in indelible truth, inscribes the 
name of Jesus on all we see—on 
sun and stars, flower and tree, rock 
and mountain, the unstable waters 
and the firm land; and also on 
what we do not see nor shall, un- 
til death has removed the veil— 
on angels and spirits, on the city 
and heavens of the eternal world.” 

This thought comes out clearly 
in the sublime quotation made in 
verse 10 from Psalm 102. That in- 
spired poem is obviously inscribed 
to Jehovah: “Thou, Lord, in the 
beginning hast laid the founda- 
tion of the earth; and the heavens 
are the work of thy hands.” But 
here without the least apology, or 
hint of accommodating the words 
to an inferior use, it is applied di- 
rectly to Christ. Mark the certain- 
ty of this inspired man that Jesus 
is Jehovah! How sure of the deity 
of his Lord! And what a splendid 
tribute to his immutability! 

Mark thhow the Epistle rings with 
the unchangeableness of Jesus, 
in His human love (13:8), in His 
priesthood (7:24), and here in His 
divine nature (vv. 10-12). We live 
in a world of change. The earth 
is not the same today as it was 
ages ago, or as it will be ages on. 
The sun is radiating off its heat. 
The moon no longer as of yore 
burns and glows; she is but an im- 
mense opaque cinder, reflecting 
the sunlight from her disk.

We can almost see Paul straining 
every nerve as he runs the race for 
Jesus.

Christianity owes more to Paul for 
preserving these truths than to any 
other man. . 

A few years ago two ammunition 
ships exploded off the coast of 
California.

The flames 
shot two miles up into the air, The 
windows in San Francisco, thirty 
miles away, were broken. But fac- 
ing the water was a hall in which 
some people had been’ holding re- 
vival services. On this building was 
an electric sign, “JESUS SAVES.” 
The hall was badly damaged, but 
the sign still worked, sending -its 
lighted message out over the ruins 
of the explosion. The world may 
tumble down around us, but this 
great truth still remains, “JESUS

Ill. How The Old Soldier Felt 
About Death 


Paul knew that his time had 
come. He had probably been sen- 
tenced to die. This was the last 
letter that he ever wrote. He said, 
“I am ready to be offered.” He was 
not going to die a natural death; 

As a 
lamb or an ox was offered up on 
the sacrificial altar, so was he go- 
ing to be offered up.

And on what does his kingdom 
rest? What is the basis of that 
Royalty of which we constantly 
sing, in the noble words of the 
primitive Church?—“Thou art the 
King of Glory, O Christ.” It is a 
double basis. 

He is King by right of His di- 
vine nature.—‘“Thy throne, O God, 
is forever and ever.” Well might 
Paslm 45 be entitled the poem of 
the lilies, as if to denote its pure 
and choice and matchless beauties. 
It celebrated the marriage of 
Solomon: but, after the manner of 
those inspired singers, its authors 
soon passed from the earthly to 
the heavenly; from the transient 
type of the earthly realm to the 
eternal and imperishable realities 
of the divine royalty of + Christ. 


He is also King as the reward 


of His obedience unto death.-—— 
“He became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the 


cross: Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted him” (Phil. 2: 
8, 9). Satan offered Him sove- 
reignty in return for-one act of 
homage, and Christ refused, and 
descended the mountain to poverty 
and shame and death; but through 
these things He has won for Him- 
self a Kingdom which is yet in its 
infancy, but is destined to stand 
when all the kingdoms of this 
world have crumbled to dust. 

As Christ emerged from the 
cross and the grave, where He 
had purged our sins, it seemed 2s 
if words were addressed to Him 
which David had caught ages he- 
fore: “The Lord said unto my 
Lord, Sit thou at my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy 
footstool” (vs. 13; Psa... 110:1). 
This is the interpretation which 
the Apostle Peter, in the flush of 
Pentecostal inspiration, put upon 
these words (Acts 2:34). And, ac- 
cordingly, we are told, “He was 
received up into heaven, and sat 
on the right hand of God” (Mark 
16:19). “He sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high” 
(vs. 3). 

“He sat down.” Love is regnant. 
The Lamb is in the midst of the 
Throne. Behold His majesty, and 
worship Him with angels and arch- 
angels, and all the throng of the 
redeemed. Prostrate yourself at 
His feet, consecrating to Him all 
you are and all you have. Comfort 
yourself also by remembering that 
He would not sit to rest from His 
labors in redemption, and in the 
purging away of sins, unless they 
were so completely finished that 
there was nothing more to do. It 
is all accomplished; and it is all 
very good. He has ceased from His 
works, because they are done; and 
therefore He. is entered into His 
rest. And that word “until” is 
full of hope. God speaks it, and 
encourages us to expect the time 
when He shall have put down all 
rule and all authority and power; 
and when death itself, the last 
enemy, shall be destroyed (I Cor. 
15:24-26).

According to the Bible we are}; 


children of God by saving faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. The Bi- 
ble nowhere teaches the universal 
fatherhood of God. God is the 
Creator of all 
men. This does 
not mean. that 
God is the Fa- 
ther of all men. 
He created the 
animals as well 
as men. The 
animals and 
men are not 
brothers. “As 
many as receiv- 
ed Him. ‘to 
them gave He 
power to _ be- 
come the children of God.” God 
created Nicodemus. Nicodemus 
was a religious man. As far as 
we know, he was clean and moral. 
But Jesus told Nicodemus that he 
would have to be born again. It is 
significant that our Lord was not 
talking to a “drunken bum.” He 
was talking to a moral, religious 
leader. It is rather strange how 
ideas that are untrue become 
popular even among some good 
people. In religious centers men 
are talking about the universal 
fatherhood of God and the univers- 
al brotherhood of men. They just 
imagine this. God does not teach 
it. Jesus taught that some men 
were children of the devil. All un- 
regenerated men are the devil’s 
children. All regenerated men are 
children of God.

Fatherhood carries with it cer- 
tain responsibilities. “I would not 
send my own child to Hell, and I 
certainly do not believe God would 
send His children to Hell.” The 
writer has heard that so. many 
times as he has conducted evan- 
gelistic campaigns in many parts 
of the world. This statement that 
God would not send His children 
to Hell is true, but God will let 
men go to Hell who refuse to be- 
come His children. Infinite per- 
fection puts about God infinite 
impossibilities. These are some 


things God cannot do because He 
is God and He is infinitely perfect. 
God cannot save any man except 
in an infinitely perfect way. God 
has provided that way. The Lord 
Jesus Christ on the cross bore our 
sins in His own body. He died for 
us. The justice of God has been 
satisfied. According tto Paul, God 
can be just and the justifier of all 
who trust Jesus Christ as Savior. 
Men do not become children of 
God by anything they can _ do. 
They become children of God by 
accepting what the Lord Jesus did 
for them on the cross. 

When we trust the Lord Jesus 
Christ as our Saviour and become 
children of God, then God has His 
obligations as a father. When we 
are born again, we are little babies 
so God has provided the “milk of 
the Word.” He watches over His 
little ones and takes care of them. 
If they stumble and fall, and they 
may do this sometimes and they 
may get hurt, God knows they 
are little babies. As we grow in 
grace, God gives us meat instead 
of milk. We are supposed to grow 
spiritually just as. children grow 
physically. We do not grow physi- 
cally because we just make up our 
minds to grow. We grow by doing 
the things that make us grow. 
We breathe. We sleep. We eat. We 
take exercise. Young Christians 
need to breathe the heavenly at- 
mosphere. They need a_e good 
climate. They should associate 
with Christian people. They should 
eat spiritual food. They should 
feed on God’s Word. They should 
relax, and by tthis we mean rest 
in the Lord. They should _ take 
exercise. They should witness for 
Christ and do good works. They 
should live-in communion with 
their heavenly Father. Parents 
wish to have fellowship with their 
children. God desires to have fel- 
lowship with His children. We 
have a good heavenly Father who 
pities like an earthly father and 
comforts like an earthly mother.

‘Strange Short Stories

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THE PEANUT IS 
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Why are peanuts crooked? No man made them that way 
—pecans are not crooked. God made peanuts the way He 
wanted them made, and our business 'is to learn what we 
may from this interesting little nut. Péanuts are like folks— 
all of them have a crook in the life somewhere. None are 
entirely straight and smooth from start to finish. Everybody 
has something wrong in his system or his disposition. Some 
are more crooked than others. Some are very badly bent— 
others are fairly straight. None are absolutely perfect. 


The peanut is equipped with a 
double covering. The outside one is 
the one that the public sees. It is 
harder and more tough than the 
inner one, which is a thin skin cov- 
ering the nut itself. Folks do not 
see the inner one until the outer 
one is broken. Human lives are like 
this. There is an outer life which 
the public ‘sees when we leave the 
home and enter the shop or the 
office. The inner one is revealed in 
the home with the wife and the 
children and with God. It is of a 
much different type. It is not at 
all like the outer one. Many who 
are delightful in their office life 
are crabbed and sour and hard to 
live with in the home. Men who 
are kind and sweet to the steno- 
grapher are cruel and harmful 
with the sweetheart they swore to 
love, honor and cherish. What 
kind of lives do you live? 

Peanuts are developed in the 
dark. After appearing on the plant, 
they are covered up with soil and 
grow to perfection and maturity 
out of sight beneath the ground. It 
is so in our lives. What we are, 
what we learn, what we do, pri- 
vately and when alone, largely de- 
termines what we shall be before 
the world. The Lord Jesus said, 
“There is no man that doeth any- 


thing in secret, and he himself 
seeketh to be known openly” 
(John 7:4). 


A very wise man once said, ‘‘Who 
can make that straight which he 
hath made crooked?” (Eccles. 7: 
13). All the power of political 
leaders, all the influence of fi- 
nancial leaders, all the assistance 
which might be rendered by lead- 
ers of education, would utterly fail 
to make one peanut straight. Man 
can make many things, but he 
cannot make that straight which 
God has made crooked. Only the 
living Lord could make a peanut 
grow smooth and straight in the 
ground. We find it so among people. 
No amount of culture or education 
or refinement; no amount. of 
money, or position, or power can 
make a sinful heart righteous and 
upright. Only the gospel can do it 
+—only the grace of God can bring 
it about. God can do it and God 
does do it. Thousands of men and 
women have been reclaimed by the 
gospel, but I challenge every infi- 
del, atheist and agnostic to pro- 
duce one human life that has been 
changed from sinfulness to saintli- 
ness by the message which he has 
given. 

Each peanut has a sweet lieart. 
No matter how peculiar the shell 
may be, when it is broken, the 
heart may be reached. How good

We might say there are two hearts 
within that shell. It is just so with 
ourselves. The Christian has a 
heart for God and a heart for 
those in need. The sinner has a 
heart for himself and a heart for 
his own interests. We do not care 
much for the shell—we hardly look 
at it closely, we care so littte 
about it. When we buy peanuts we 
wish to get at the hearts immedi- 
ately. We read that the “Lord 
looks on the heart.” He too knows 
the difference: between the outer 
shell of profession and the inner 
substance of profession. 


Because there are two nuts in}+ 


the shell, we are reminded of the 
fact that God made man for a 


companion. He said, “It is not 
good that the man _ should _ be 
alone,’ Genesis 2:18. Our Lord 


sent out His disciples by two and 
two. Peter had a John whom he 
loved. Paul had a Silas with whom 
he suffered. Philip found a Na- 
thaniel to whom he would intro- 
duce the lovely Jesus. This truth 
seems to be confirmed by _ the 
great King Solomon when he said, 
“A brother is born for adversity” 
(Prov. 17:17). How sweet it is to 
have a chum in whom you can con- 
fide and on whom you may lean 
in times of stress and _ distress. 
Peanuts come in pairs, within the 
shell. 


The peanut has no value unless 
it is broken. How . strange 
it is that the sweetest graces are 
usually seen emanating from the 
saddest of sorrows. The roses are 
crushed that the perfume may de- 
light our hearts. Meats and vege- 
tables must be cooked that they 
may have value for our bodies. The 
animals must die that we may 
have shoes for our feet. Gold is 
melted and beaten and shapened 
that it may adorn us and enhance 
our attractiveness. In the Jewish 
the 
front door to the back wall spoke 
of sorrow. The peanut is no excep- 
tion to the rule. We can only ob- 
tain the good meat of the nut by 
crushing the shell. Perhaps you 
have complained because there 
have been crushings in your life. 
Do not complain—‘consider the 
work of God” and seek to under- 
stand what blessings you may re- 
ceive from your adversity. 


All peanuts are the same color 
on the outside. God looks down-on 
men and gives this conclusion, ‘All 
have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). This 
statement is prefaced by the short, 
terse message. “There is no dif- 
ference!” God has concluded _ all 
men under sin that He may have 
mercy on all. All are dead in sins, 
all are guilty, all are stained with 
their guilt, all are alike in the 
respect that they are lost. Has 
Christ Jesus saved you?

2. The Christian Must Live in the 
Place of Ashes, if He Would 
Bear the Reproach of Christ 


The place outside the gate where 
the body of the bullock was taken 
was the place “where the ashes are 
poured out.” The burning of the 
bodies of the bullocks would pro- 
duce more ashes all the time. The 
Christian should live in the place 
of ashes! 

Are there any ashes in your life? 
Have you burned up dream castles? 
Have you laid on the fire of God’s 
altar a sacrifice of things dearest 
to your heart? 

I was a college teacher and I 
loved to teach. I did graduate work 


year for teaching. I had dreamed 
that I would soon become a college 
president and who knows, perhaps 
then a senator, a famous author 
and more—any vigorous young 
man can dream! But one day in 
Chicago in the Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion I put my arms around a 
drunken bum and won him to 
Christ. There were many tears, 
there were holy confessions, there 
was an abandon of surrender and 
faith in Christ, And the man was 
miraculously transformed. 

I got up from my knees beside 
this poor, dirty, unshaven, but now 
converted bum, and found that all 
my ambitions for college teaching 
were gone! I wanted nothing bet- 
er than to win souls and to have 
welling up in my heart continually 
the glad joy I felt at that moment. 
I looked through the vista of fu- 
ture years and saw the time when 
“they that be wise shall shine as 
the brightness of the’ firmament; 
and they that turn many to right- 
eousness as the stars for ever and 
ever’ (Dan. 12:3). I gave up my 
graduate work, gave up my con- 
tract, and started revival work and 
then entered the seminary for min- 
isterial training. 

What I did then, I have since 
done a hundred times, a thousand 
times. I have said good-by to good 
friends for Jesus’ sake. I have laid 
on the altar the dearest things a 
man can know in this world, save 
the love of God and the presence 
of the Holy Spirit, and eternal 
blessings. I have loved those who 
did not love me. I have helped 
those who did not thank me. I have 
through the long years willingly 
paid whatever price God would help 
me pay to help bring back revivals. 
I have been unknown when I could 
be known. I have been despised 
when I could have been honored. 

No man can be of much use to 
Christ who is not willing to set 
the match to possessions, careers, 
and loves of his life. Abraham left 
Ur of the Chaldees, and home. 
Ruth said good-by to her Moabite 
kinspeople and went with Naomi 
to the land of the true God where 
she was a stranger. One day Jesus 
walked by the Sea of Galilee and 
called two brothers, Peter and An- 
drew, promising to make them 
fishers of men, “and they straight- 
way left their nets, and followed 
him” (Matt. 4:20), He saw other 
brothers, James and John, and 
called them “and they immediate- 
ly left the ship and their father, 
and followed him” (Matt. 4:22). 
It may have been harder to leave 
their father than the ship, but the 
ship and father and nets and career 
were all laid on the altar of sacri- 
fice and the fire was lighted. They 
lived in the place of ashes. 

Levi or Matthew was a publi- 
can, a prosperous tax collector, but 
when he heard Jesus say, “Follow 
me,’ then, we are told, “he left 
all, rose up, and followed him” 
(Luke 5:27,28). That is what God 
calls every Christian to do—simply 
to “leave all.” Whatever it is, put 
it on the altar! I loved fine horses. 
Riding was almost as natural as 
walking, but I bade them good-by 
to preach. | 

C. T. Studd gave up a fortune,

and went to be a missionary in 
China. Later he gave up his sick 
wife and left her, not to see her 
for years, After signing away all 
his money and giving up the joy 
of his family, eventually Studd 
could say, “I honestly do not know 
anything else I can give up to 
Jesus Christ.” But in fact, the dear 
Lord insists that life itself shall 
be laid on the altar. We should be 
ready to live or die? “If any man 
will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross daily, 
and follow me” (Luke 9:23). Again 
Jesus said, “If any man come to 
me, and hate not his father, and 
mother, and wife, and children, and 
brethren, and sisters, yea, and his 
own life also, he cannot be my 
disciple. And whosoever doth not 
bear his cross, and come after me, 
cannot be my disciple” (Luke 14: 
26,27). God wants -the fire set to 
personal loves, personal ambitions 
and personal possessions. He wants 
you to come to the place of ashes. 
In fact, Jesus said plainly, “So 
likewise, whosoever he be of you 
that forsaketh not all that he hath, 
he cannot be my disciple” (Luke 
14:33). You may be a child of God 
and know Jesus as your Saviour, 
without suffering for Him, without 
forsaking things for Him. But you 
cannot be His disciple, His learner;

I have no doubt that 
the fires were kept burning there 
continually. I know how that 
smelled, for I lived in Fort Worth, 
Texas, long ago and when the wind 
was right we could smell, six miles 
away, the burning of dung and re- 
fuse outside the big packing plants 
on the north side, Surely that odci 
pictures part of the reproach that 
is on Christians. 

An evangelist came to Dallas, 
Texas, to hold revival services in 
the big tabernacle of what is now 
the Galilean Baptist Church... The 
evangelist, after trying to get the 
cooperation of a good many other 
churches, said to me indignantly, 
“There is a stink on this place! 
There is a reproach on this taber- 
nacle!” 

And there was. In that. taber- 
nacle we had seen hundreds saved, 
including drunkards, convicts, har-

The Sinner’s Refuge 


(Continued from page 1) 


Now, I wish to use this custom 
of the Jews as a metaphor and 
type, to set forth the salvation 
of men through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. I shall give you first an 
explanation, and then an exhor- 
tation. 


I. We Shall Attempt an Expla- 
nation of This Type 


1. Note, the person for whom 
the city of refuge was provided. 
It was not provided for the will- 
ful murderer; if he fled there, he 
must. be dragged out of it and 
given up to the avenger after a 
fair trial, and the avenger of 
death was to kill him and so have 
blood for blood, and life for life. 
But in case of accident, when 


one man had slain another with- 


out malice or forethought, and 
had only committed homicide, then 
the man fleeing there was per- 
fectly safe. : 

Here, however, the type of 
Christ is not in keeping; Christ 
is not a city of refuge provided 
for men that are innocent, but 
a city provided for men who are 
guilty—not for men who have ac- 
cidentally transgressed, but for 
men who have willfully gone a- 
stray. Our Saviour has come into 
the world to save, not those who 
have by mistake and error com- 
mitted sin, but those who have 
fearfully transgressed against His 
known commandments and have 
gone astray of their own free 
will, their own perversity leadinz 
them to rebel against God. 

2. The avenger of blood. In ex- 
plaming this, I must, of course, 
take every. part of the figure. The 
avenger of blood, I have said, was 
usually next of kin, but I- believe 
any_one of the_family was -held 
to be competent. If, for instancé, 
my brother had been killed, it 
would have been my duty, as the 


first of the family, to avenge his| | 


blood, if possible, there and then; 
td go after the murderer, or the 
man who had caused death ac- 


cidentally, and put him to death 
at once; and if I could not do 
that, it would be my business and 
that of my father, and, indeed, 
of every male of the family, to 
hunt and pursue that man until 
God should deliver him into our 
hand, so that we might put him 
to death. I mean not that it is 
our duty now, but it would have 
been under the old Jewish dispen- 
sation. It was allowed by ‘the Jew- 
ish law, that those who were of 
the kith and kin of the man kill- 
ed should be the avengers of his 
blood. 


We find the type of this, then, 
for the sinner, in the law of God. 
Sinner, the law of God is the 
blood avenger -against you; you 
have willfully transgressed, you 
have killed God’s commandments, 
you have trampled them under- 
foot; the law is the avenger of 
blood; that is after you, and it 
will have you; condemnation is 
hanging over your head now, and 
ere long it shall overtake you; 
though it reach you not in this 
life, yet, in the world to come, 
the avenger of blood, the Moses, 
the law shall have its vengeance 
upon you, and you shall be utterly 
destroyed. 


3. But there was a city of refuge 
provided under the law; and let 
me tell you a few things concern- 
ing this city. You will remember 
there were six cities of refuge, in 
order that one of them might be at 
a convenient distance from any 
part of the country. 


Now, there are not six Christs; 
there is but one; but. then there 
is a Christ everywhere. ‘The 
word is nigh thee, in thy mouth, 
in thy heart; if.thou wilt confess 
with™thy. mouth the~Lord Jesus, 
and believe in thine heart, thou 
shalt be saved.” 
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, : within the walls but the suburbs 


The city of refuge was a priest- 
ly city—a city of the Levites, and 
it afforded protection to the man- 
slayer for life. He might never 
go out of it till the death of the 
then reigning high priest; after 
which he might go free, without 
being touched by the avenger of 
blood at all. But during the time 
of his sojourn there he was housed 


was provided for him, and he was 
kept ‘entirely safe. And I would 
have you mark that he was safe 
in this city, not because of the 
bolts or bars of the city, but 
simply because it was of divine 
appointment. 


Do you see the man running 
from the avenger? The avenger 
is after him, fast and furious; the 
man has just reached the borders 
of the city; in a moment the 
avenger halts; he knows it is of 
no use going any further after 
him, not because the city walls 
are strong, nor because the gates 
are barred, nor because an army 
standeth without to resist, but be- 
cause God hath said the man 
shall be safe as soon as he has 
crossed the border and has come 
into the suburbs of the city. Divine 
appointment was the only thing 
which made tthe city of refuge 
secure. 


Now, beloved, Jesus Christ is 
the divinely-appointed way of sal- 
vation; whosoever. amongst’ us 
shall make haste from our sins, 
and fly to Christ, being convinced 
of our guilt, and helped by God’s 
Spirit to pursue the road, we 
shall, without doubt, find security; 
the course of the law shall not 
touch us, Satan shall not harm 
us, vengeance shall not reach us, 
for the divine appointment, stron- 
ger than gates of iron or brass, 
shieldeth every one of us who 
has “fled for refuge to the hope 
set before us in the gospel.” 


This city of refuge, I must have 
you note, too, had round it suburbs 
of a very great extent. Two thou- 
sand cubits “were allowed for 
grazing land for the cattle of the 
priests, and a thousand cubits 
within these for fields and vine- 
yards. Now, no sooner did the 
man reach the outside of the city, 


was not necessary for -him to get 


themselves were sufficient protec- 
tion. Learn, hence, that if ye do 
but touch the hem of Christ’s 
garment, ye shall be made whole; 
if ye do but lay hold of Him with 
“faith as a grain of mustard seed,” 
with faith which is scarcely a 
believing, but is truly a believing, 
you are safe. : 

“A little genuine grace ensures 

The death of all our ‘sins.” 
Get within the borders; lay hold 
of the hem of Christ’s garments 
and thou art secure. 


We have some interesting par- 
ticulars also with regard to the 
distance of these cities fromthe 
habitations of men in Judea. It 
is said that wherever a homicide 
might -occur, any man might get 
to a city of refuge within half 
a day. And verily, beloved, it is 
no great distance to the breast 
of Christ; it is but a simple re- 
nunciation of our own powers and 
a laying hold of Christ, to be our 
all in all, that is required in order 
to our being found in the city of 
refuge. And -with regard to the 
roads to the city, we are told that 
they were strictly preserved. 
Every river was bridged; as far 
as possible the road was made 


level and every obstruction re- 


moved, so that the man who fled 
might find an easy passage to the 
city. 

Once a year the elders of the 
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city went along the roads to keep 
them in order so _ that nothing 
might occur, through the. break- 
ing down of bridges, or the stop- 
ping up of the highway, to impede 
the flight of anyone and cause 
him to be overtaken and killed. 
And wherever there were byroads 
and turnings, there were fixed up 
handposts, and with this word 
upon them “Miklat’—“refuge’— 
pointing out the way in which the 
man should fly, if he wished to 
reach the city. 


And there were two people al- 
ways kept on the road: so that 
in case the avenger of- blood 
should overtake a man, they 
might come in the way and en- 
treat the avenger to stay his hand

city, lest haply innocent blood 
should be shed without a fair 
trial, and so the avenger should 
be proved guilty of murder; for 
the risk, of course, was upon the 
head of the avenger, if he put 
cne to death that did not deserve 
to die. 


Now, beloved, I think this is 
a picture of the road to Christ 


and fed gratuitously; everything} Jesus. It is no roundabout road 


of the law; it is no obeying this, 
| that, and the other; it is a straight 
road: “Believe and live.” It is a 
road so hard that no self-right- 
eous “man can ever tread it; but 
it is a road so easy that every 
sinner who knows: himself to be 
a sinner, might by it find his 
way to Christ and his way to 
Heaven. And lest ithey should he 
mistaken, God has set me and my 
brethren in ‘the. ministry to be 
like handyosts in the way, to point 
poor sinners to Jesus; and we 
desire ever to have on our lips 
the cry “Refuge, refuge, refuge!” 
Sinner, that is the way; walk thou 
therein and be thou saved. 

I think I have thus given the 
explanation. Christ is the city of 
refuge, who preserves all those 
who flee to Him for mercy; He 
does that because He is the divine- 
ly-appointed Saviour, able to save 
unto the uttermost them that 
come unto God by Him. 


II. We Have an Exhortation 
to Give 


You must allow me to picture 
a scene. You see that man in the 
field. He has been at work; he 
has taken an ox-goad in his hand, 
to use it in some part of his 
husbandry. Unfortunately, instead 
of doing what he desires to do, 
he strikes a companion of his to 
the heart, and he falls down dead! 
You see the poor man with horror 
in his face; he is a guiltless man; 
but, O! what misery he feels when 
he sees the corpse lying at his 
feet! A pang shoots through his 
heart, such as you and I have 
never felt—horror, dread, desola- 
tion! Yes, some of us have felt 
something akin to it; we will not 
allude to the when and the where- 
fore; but who can describe the 
horror of a man at seeing his 
companion fall at his feet? Words 
are incapable of expressing the 
anguish of his spirit; he looks 
upon him, he takes him up—he 
ascertains that he is really dead. 

What next! Do you not see 
him? In a moment he flies out of 
the field where he was at labor, 
and runs along the road with ail 
his might; he has many miles 
before him, six long hours of hard 
running, and just as he passes the 
gate he turns his head and there 
is the man’s brother! He has just 
come into the field and seen his 
brother lying dead. -O! can you 
conceive how the man’s heart 
palpitates with fear? 


He has a little start upon the 
road. He just sees the other, with 
red face, hot and fiery, rushing 
out of the field, with the ox-goad 
in his .hand, and running after 
him. The way lies through the 
village where the man’s father 
lives; how he rushes through the 
streets! He does not even stop to 
bid good-by to his wife, nor kiss 
his children! But on, on he flies 
for his very life. 

The relative calls his father and 
his other friends, and they all 
rush after him. Now, there is 4 
tronp on the road; the man is 
still flying ahead—no rest for him. 
Though one of his pursuers rests, 
the others still track him. There 
is a horse in the village; they 
take it and pursue him. If they 
ean find any animal that can as- 
sist their swiftness, they will take 
at. 


ing, “Oh, that I had wings that 
I might fly”? See how he spurns 
the earth beneath his feet! What 
to him tthe green fields-on either 
hand; what the brooks; he stops 
not even so much as to wet his 
mouth. The sun is scorching him; 
but it is still on, on, on! He casts 
aside one garment after another; 
still he rushes on, and the pur- 
suers are behind him. He feels 
like the poor stag pursued by the 
hounds; he knows they are eager 
for his blood, and that if they 
do but once overtake him it will 
be a word, a blow—dead! See 
how he speeds his way! |

Can you not conceive him cry- 


towers of the city of refuge; his 
weary feet almost refuse to carry 
him further; the veins are stand- 
ing out on his brow, like whip- 
fords; the blood spirts from his 
nostrils; he is straining to the 
utmost as he rushes on, and faster 
he would go if he were master 
of more strength. The pursuers 
are after him—they have almost 
reached him; but see, and rejoice! 
He has just got to the outskirts 
of the city; there is the line of 
demarcation; he leaps it, and falls 
senseless to the ground; and there 
is joy in his heart. The pursuers 
come and look at him; but they 
dare not slay him. The knife is 
in their hand, and the stones too, 
to stone him or draw his blood; 
but they dare not touch him. He 
is safe, he is secure; his running 
has been just fast enough; he has 
just managed to leap into the 
kingdom of life, and avoid death. 


A Picture of Our Guilt Before God 


Sinner, that picture I. have 
given thee is a picture of thyself 
in all but the man’s guiltlessness, 
for thou art a guilty man. O! if 
thou didst but know that the 
avenger of blood is after thee! 
O! that God would give thee grace 
that thou couldst have a sense of 
thy danger tonight! thou wouldst 
not then stop a solitary instant 
without flying to Christ.- Thou 
wouldst say, even while sitting 
in thy pew, “Let me away, away, 
away, where mercy is’ to be 
found,” and thou wouldst' give 
neither sleep ‘to thine eyes, nor 
slumber to ‘thine eyelids, till thou 
hadst in Christ found a refuge 
for thy spirit. 

I am come, then, to exhort thee 
tonight. Let me pick out one of 
you to be a case for all the rest; 
there is a young man here who 
is guilty; the proofs of his guilt 
lie at his feet tonight. He knows 
himself to be a great transgressor; 
he has foully offended against 
God’s law. Young man, young man, 
certainly, as you are guilty, the 
avenger of blood is after you! O! 
he is a horrid thing, that avenger 
—God’s fiery law; did you ever 
see it? It speaketh words of flame; 
it hath eyes like lamps of fire. 
If you could once see the law 
of God and mark the dread keen- 
ness of its horrible sword, you 
might, as you sat in your pew, 
quiver to death itself in horror 
at your doom. ! 

Sinner, bethink thee, if this 
avenger get hold of thee, it will 
not be temporal death merely; it 
will be death eternally. Sinner, 
remember, if the law doth get its 
hand on thee, thou art damned; 
and dost thou know what damna- 
tion means? 


Say, canst thou tell what are 
the billows of eternal wrath, and 
what the worm that never dies; 
what the lake of fire, what the 
pit that is bottomless? No, thou 
canst not know how dreadful 
these things are. Surely, if thou 
couldst, man, thou wouldst be up 
on thy feet and off for life, eternal 
life. Thou wouldst ‘be like that 
man in Bunyan’s Progress who 
put his fingers in his ears and 
ran away; and when his neighbors 
ran after him, he cried, “Eternal 
life, eternal life!” 

O, stolid stupidity—O,  sottish 
ignorance—O, worse than brutal 
ignorance, that makes men sit 
down in their sins and rest con- 
tent. The drunkard quaffeth still 
his bowl; he knoweth not that in 
its dregs there lieth wrath. ‘The 
swearer still indulgeth in his 
blasphemy; he knoweth not that 
one day his oaths shall return 
upon his own head. You will go 
your way and eat the fat, and 
drink the sweet, and live merrily 
and happily; but, ah! poor souls, 
if ye knew that the avenger of 


not act so foolishly! 


Would you suppose that the 
man, after he had killed his neigh- 
bor, and when he saw the avenger 
coming, would coolly take his seat 
and wait, when there was a city 
of refuge provided? No; such folly 
was reserved for such as you are; 
God has left that folly to be the 
topstone of the folly of the human 
race, to be the most glittering 
jewel in the crown of free will, 
to be consummate folly—the dress 
wherein free will doth robe itself. 
O! you will not fly to Christ, you 
will stop where you are, you will

blood was after you, you would. 
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lots and bums, as well as many 
respectable citizens, But many of 
the powers that were did not like 
the tabernacle. We preached hard 
against sin. Churches full of lodge 
members, churches where the Sun- 
day School teachers attended pic- 
ture shows and played bridge, where 
the pastors and deacons were mem- 
bers of lodges and srnoked ciga- 
rettes, did not like that place. I 
preached hard against sin, and so 
the people said that we were fana- 
tics, In the big popular church two 
blocks away, with thousands of 
members, the pastor. smoked cigars 
and his daughter was an artist’s 
model. In the pastor’s meeting 
which I sometimes attended one- 
half of the pastors smoked cigars 
and cigarettes during the session 
of the ministers’ meeting. You may 
be sure I was not very grateful for 
their example. The blessing of God 
was on our church. In one six 
months’ period we counted 1,005 
people who claimed to trust Christ 
as Saviour or who returned from 
backsliding sin, I suppose I bap- 
tized a hundred drunkards among 
hundreds of other converts taken 
into the church. But to one who 
does not win very many souls the 
evangelist seems “sensational” and 
“too emotional.” To the person 
who does not believe that Christ 
will come again, as He said, the 
premillennialist, rejoicing in the 
blessed hope, is counted like Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses and other false 
cults. To those who care more for 
the “learning” of the big universi- 
ties, one who believes in the verbal 
inspiration of the Bible and the 
scientific accuracy and _ historical 
correctness of the Word of God, is 
counted unscientific and, perhaps, 
very ignorant! 

Do you live in the place of 
burning? 

Not long ago at our home the 
water boiled away from a sauce- 
pan of cooking beans, The pot was 
burned black inside. The smoke 
billowed up and filled the whole 
house. The hideous smell seemed 
to enter every cranny and corner. 
We worlsed and worked to ventilate 
the house in mid-winter to try to 
get rid of the stink. I tell you, dear 
Christian, if your life ts lived in 
the place of burning, constantly on 
the altar, there will be a stink that 
the world does not like. 


I think that the bloody sin-offer- 
ing bullock, burned outside the 
gate, may have been the beginning 
of the tradition about the Valley 
of Hinnom, later called Gehenna, 
a type of Hell, and even the word 
used for Hell sometimes in the 
New Testament. Here the carcasses 
were burning always. The bodies of 
criminals were cast out into the 
Valley of Hinnom, and the bodies 
of dead animals were piled there, 


‘too. Magots and fire together de- 


stroyed the offal, Very properly 
that desolate and dreadful place 
became a type of Hell. But I re- 
mind you that the Lord Jesus 
tasted death for every man. He 
died between two thieves. He suf- 
fered the tortures of the damned. 
Even now, He is, like Paul, the off- 
scouring of the world. In that sense 
Christians should suffer some of 
what wicked people deserve, in or- 
der to keep people out of Hell. 
Is your life a place of burning? 
Do you live in the place of re- 
proach for Jesus’ sake? 


4. But This Place Outside the Gate, 
Where: We Are to Go, Is, Thank 
God, a Place in the Presence 
of Jesus 

Going unto Him! I would rather 
go to Jesus outside the gate than 
to live in the city, in the throng, 
in the palace, even on the throne, 
with anybody else or everybody 
else in the world! 

Jessie Brown Pounds has said so 
well, 

Anywhere with Jesus I can safely 


gO; 
Anywhere He leads me in this world 
below; — 
Anywhere without Him dearest 
joys would fade; 
Anywhere with Jesus I am not 
afraid. 


Anywhere, anywhere! Fear I can- 

not know; | 

Anywhere with Jesus I can safely 
go. 

Here is our recompense. If we 
take the reproach of Christ we can 
have the power of Christ: and the 
joy of His blessed presence. 

Remember that it was to know 
Christ and the power of His resur-

rection and the fellowship of His 
suffering, even being made con- 
formable to His death, that Paul 
suffered the loss of all things and 
counted them but dung. 


Now, I want to tell you some- 
thing wonderful that I found in the 
study of that sin-offering bullock, 
discussed in Leviticus 4:1-12. Please 
open your Bible and look carefully 
to see what I will now show you 
in the Word of God, In the first 
three chapters of Leviticus priests 
are mentioned again and _ again. 
The Scripture speaks of “the priests, 
Aaron’s sons,” and-again “the sons 
of Aaron the priest” and “the 
priest,” etc. Some twenty-two times 
in those three chapters the priests 
are mentioned, as I have described. 
But when we enter into the fourth 
chapter, describing the sin offering 
which is to be a special lesson for 
the separated, Spirit-filled Chris- 
tians, then an added word is given 
about priests, Leviticus 4:3 says, 
“If the priest that is anointed do 
MS kh 

And in verse 5 the Scripture says, 
“And the priest that is anointed 
shall take of the _ bullock’s 
blood... .” And again, in verse 16, 
which we did not discuss but speak- 
ing of the sin offering for the whole 
congregation, the Scripture: says, 
“And the priest that. is anointed 
shall bring of the _ bullock’s 
DIQOE ec a 


We know that priests in the Old 
Testament are types of Christians. 
Christians “shall be priests of God 
and of Christ” (Rev. 20:6). “And 
hast made us unto our God kings 
and priests: and we shall reign on 
the earth” (Rev. 5:10). First Peter 
2:5 says that we are “an holy 
priesthood.” Priests in the Old 
Testament picture Christians. But 
here are some “anointed” priests. 
And they surely must picture 
Spirit-filled Christians. Not every 
Christian is a Spirit-filled Chris- 
tian. Not every person who has 
salvation has also  soul-winning 
power. Every Christian has the in- 
dwelling of the Holy Spirit, but 
not every Christian has the fullness 
of the Spirit. | 


The lesson for us evidently is 
that only Spirit-filled Christians 
can really bear the reproach of 
Christ. The lesson in Leviticus 4: 
1-12 and in Hebrews 13:10-14 is 
for Spirit-filled Christians. 

Remember that Jesus lived most 
of His first thirty years in Gdlilee 
at the little town of Nazareth. There 
He attended the synagogue and 
regularly read the. Scriptures. He 
was blameless, sinless, perfect. He 
was a model young man, greatly 
respected. However, He had never 
preached a sermon, never healed 
the sick, never raised the dead, 
never won a soul, until He was 
thirty years old. Then He went to 
the Baptist and was bap- 
tized in Jordan and there was filled 
with the Holy Spirit. Afterward He 
returned to Cana in Galilee and 
worked His first miracle at the 
wedding feast. Then Jesus came 
back to Nazareth where He was 
brought up, as the story is told 
in Luke 4:16-29. For the first time 
they heard Jesus when filled with 
the Holy Ghost. The One whom 
they had respected and honored, 
now they suddenly began to hate! 
A few moments after Jesus had 
told them He was filled with the 
Holy Spirit, according to the pro- 
phecy in Isaiah 61:1,2, they tried 
to cast Him headlong from the 
cliff outside the city! When Jesus 
was filled with the Holy Spirit, He 
was then hated and persecuted. 


Remember how Stephen, the first 
Christian martyr, was killed? It 
was because he was filled with the 
Holy Ghost. If we take on us the 
reproach of Christ, we have the 
fullness of the Spirit of God. And 
the persecution and the reproach 
which are here described as greatly 
to be desired, are for those who 
pay God’s price for the fullness of 
His Spirit. 

The soul winner, then, will be 
the one persecuted, slandered and 
abused. The oné who enters into 
Christ’s burden for sinners, into 
Christ’s power of the Holy Spirit, 
will bear the reproach of Christ. 
But, praise God a thousand times, 
he will be where Jesus is! He will 
know the sweet presence of the 
dear Saviour. : 

Remember that Jesus said to His 
disciples who were to go, in the 
power of the Holy Spirit and preach 
the gospel to every creature, “And

lo, Iam with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world” (Matt. 28: 
20). 


5. “Let Us Go Forth Therefore 
Unto Him Without the Camp. . .” 


It is clear that offering one’s self 
for persecution, for ill report, for 
reproach, must be a matter of per- 
sonal choice. You are not required 
to do this in order to be saved. 
Salvation is the free gift of God to 
all who come by simple faith and 
depend upon Jesus Christ. If a 
man should give his body to be 
burned that would not add one 
drop of merit to balance the ocean 
of his sins. Let us make no mis- 
take, salvation is by the grace of 
God alone and Jesus Christ paid 
all that needed to be paid. When 
one offers to suffer for Jesus, to 
toil for Jesus, to be identified with 
the Lord Jesus whatever comes, 
that is the voluntary choice of one 
who is already a child of God, one 
already born again and certain for 
Heaven, by God’s grace. 


So the Scripture does not say, 
“You must go.” But it says, “Let 
us. go.” In Romans 12:1,2 Paul 
does not command but he entreats. 
“I beseech you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye 
present your bodies a living sac- 
rifice ....” The body must be pre- 
sented, it is not contiscated. The 
service of the Christian soldier must 
be that of a volunteer, not of a 
draftee. We remember that Moses 
chose “rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season” (Heb. 11:25). Knowing the 
eternal reward Moses made the in- 
telligent choice. He chose poverty 
instead of wealth. He chose the 
place of a rebellious slave instead of 
the place of a kingly son, in the 
sight of the Egyptians. But he 
chose the place of an obedient 
prophet of God instead of a fleshly 
worldling. 


So I ask you to choose today. 
Will you, by choice, go outside the 
gate unto Jesus, and help bear His 
reproach? Will you enter into His 
burden, His concern over sinners, 
His condemnation of sin, His offer- 
ing of Himself? 


Nobody will compel you to do 
it. You will not do it unless you 
choose to do it. If you chose be- 
fore, you will need to choose again 
and again. Choose then today to 
please God instead of men, to re- 
ceive your honor in the next world 
instead of in this world. 


The answer is made for us in 
the words of that grand old hymn; 


Jesus, I my cross have taken, 
All to leave and follow Thee; 
Destitute, despised, forsaken, 
Thou, from hence, my all shalt 
be: 
Perish every fond ambition, 
All I’ve sought, and hoped, and 
known; 
Yet how rich is my condition, 
God and heaven are still my 
own!

BAPTIST HIGHLIGHTS 


Southern Baptists went to the 
94th session of their Convention 
at San Francisco, California, with 
registration near 6500. More than 
300 messengers registered from 
Virginia, nearly 1500 from Texas. 

J. D. Grey, New Orleans, La., 
pastor was elected president. At 
45, he is the youngest and also the 
first graduate of Southwestern 
Seminary. Both vice-presidents 
are from the First Church, Waco, 
Forrest F. Feazor and W. R. 
White. Porter Routh and Joe W. 
Burton were re-elected secretaries 
with Duke K. McCall, treasurer. 


The 1952 Convention will be in 


Miami, the 1953 meeting in Hou- 
ston, Texas. Ramsey Pollard, 
Tenn., will be the convention 
preacher with Robert Naylor, S. 
C., as alternate. 


The 1951 Convention: was mark- 
ed by significant preaching rather 
than significant action. 


On recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Relations with Other 
Religious Bodies, the Convention 
reaffirmed its conviction that 
Southern Baptists cannot enter 
any unionizing organization, and 
released the Home Mission Board 
and all other Southern Boards and 
agencies “to be free to serve as a 
source of blessing to any com- 
munity or any people anywhere in 
the United States.” However, in 
a later action, in adopting the 
report of the Committee on Alas- 
kan petition, the Convention voted 
that “the Home Mission Board or 
any other agency desiring instruc- 
tion from the Convention with 
reference to enlarging the _ ter- 
ritory in which it works may re- 
quest such instruction in any ses- 
sion of the Convention upon the 
recommendation of the board of 
the agency.” 


The Convention approved aj| 


resolution urging Baptist young 
people not to enter into pre-mar- 
riage contracts with Catholics. 


A 1952 Cooperative Program 
goal of $10,000,000 was adopted 
with all above $7,000,000 to be 
divided 75% of Foreign Missions 
and 25% to Home Missions. The 
first $4,500,000 will be distributed 
on the usual percentages. 

The Convention ‘allocated an ad- 
ditional $12,500 to the American 
Baptist Theological Seminary to 
assist in meeting needs. 

Weather was near perfect for 
the meeting with adequate audi- 
torium facilities, arrangements, 
and hotel rooms. The 11,000 seat 
auditorium was filled several 
times, with more than 15,000 
present for the Youth Night ser- 
vice Saturday night. 

Convention was saddened by 
news of death of Jeff D. Ray, 
long-time Southwestern Seminary 
professor, by death of five Cali- 
fornia Baptists in auto accident on 
way to Convention session.

Tenn. Brother Rice was raised 
in a Baptist preacher’s home near 
Wichita Falls, Texas, and receiv- 
ed Baptist baptism early in life; 
but he has held so many union 
meetings that he has not been a 
very stanch Baptist for the past 
several years. We hope he is com- 
ing back to his first love.” A 
stanch Baptist? Well, I haven't 
changed my doctrine. I believe in 
salvation by grace, a converted 
church membership, baptism of 
believers only, and by immersion, 
and in democratic congregational 
form of local church government. 
If these ancient Scriptural doc- 
trines made me a stanch Baptist, 
then I still am one. But it is a 
mistake for our brother to talk 
about me “coming back to my 
first love.” My first love is Jesus 
Christ and tthe Bible, not the Bap- 
tist denomination. I am for Bap- 
tists when they are right and 
against them when they = are 
wrong, but I am for Jesus Christ 
all the ittime and for the Bible all 
the time, for they are never 
wrong. And I am for the people 
who love the Lord Jesus and are 
saved by the blood, and believe 
the Bible. Many Southern Bap- 
tists are concerned about what 
they call tthe tendency toward 
unionism. But some of them fool- 
ishly think it is all right to have 
full fellowship with Baptist infi- 
dels just so they don’t mix up 
with people of other denomina- 
tions! Our position is and has al- 
ways been that we are for every- 
body who believes the Bible and 
is saved by the blood, and wants 
to do the one main thing Jesus 
commanded us to do. I do not 
vary my preaching a_hair’s 
breadth. I put more doctrine in 
my preaching than any man of 
one hundred of my Southern Bap- 
tist preacher friends. I never trim 
the corners. I never compromise, 
as God is my witness. But I am 
for getting the gospel to every 
creature. I am for preaching the 
gospel in large campaigns reach- 
ing just as many people as poss- 
ible with the gospel and cooperat- 
ing with all the people who love 
the Lord and believe in my kind 
of preaching and the kind of gos- 
pel which God has given me to 
preach.

rest contented, and one’ day the 
law will seize you, and then 
wrath, eternal wrath, will lay hoid 
wpon you! How foolish is the man 
who wastes his time and careless- 
ly loiters, when the city of refuge 
is before him, and when the 
avenger of blood is after him! 


Suppose, now, I take another 
case. I have a young man here 
svho says, “Why, sir, it is no use 
trying to be saved; I shall not 
think of prayer, or faith, or any- 
thing of that sort, because there 
is no city of refuge for me.” Why, 
Suppose that poor man who had 
killed his neighbor had said that; 
suppose he had sat still, and folded 
his arms, and said, ““There is no 
city of refuge for me.” You do 
not mean what you say. If you 
thought there was no city of 
wefuge for you, I know what you 
would do; you would shriek, and 
ery, and groan. 

There is a kind of despair that 
some people have which is a sham 
despair. Ihave met with many who 
say, “I do not believe -I ever 
could be saved,” and they seem 
not to care whether they are saved 
or not. Why, man, how foolish 
would he be who would sit still 
because he fancied there was no 
entrance for him into the city, 
and let the avenger slay him! 
Put your folly is just as great and 
worse, if you sit still and Say, 


_“He will never have mercy on me.” 


He is as much a suicide who re- 
fuses the medicine, because he 
hinks it will not cure him, as 


the man who takes the dirk and 


stabs himself to the heart. 

You have no right, sir, to let 
your despair triumph over the 
promise of God. He hath said it, 
“Wihosoever 
calleth on the name of the Lord 
shall be’ saved.” If He has shown 
vou your guilt, depend upon. it, 
there is a city of refuge for you; 
haste thee to it; haste thee te it; 
wnay God help you to betake your- 
selves to it now! 

Ay, if men knew how dreadful 
is the wrath to come, and how 
terrible is judgment, how swiftly 
would they fly! There is not a 
hearer of mine here who wouid 
delay an hour to fly to Christ if 
fhe did but know how fearful is 
fiis condition out of Christ. 


Jesus Christ, the only Refuge 
for Sinners 

- When God the Spirit once con- 
Vinces us of our sin, there is no 
halting then; the Spirit says, “To- 
day, if you will heat his voice,’ 
and we say, ‘“Today, Lord,. today, 
hear our voice!” There is no halt- 
ing then; there is no pausinz 
then; it is on, on, on, for our 
very life; and I beseech you, men, 
brethren, you who have sinned 
against God and’ know it; you 
who want to be delivered from 
the wrath to come, I beseech you, 
hy Him that liveth and was dead, 
fiee to Christ; but take this ex- 
hortation, take heed it is Christ 
vou flee to; for if the man who 
had slain his neighbor had fled 
tg another city, it would have been 
of no avail; had he fled to a city 
that was not an ordained city of 
wefuge, he might have sped on 
with all the impetuosity of desire, 
and yet have been slain within 
the city gates. So, ye self-right- 
eous ones, ye may fly. on to your 
good works, ye may practice your 
baptism, and your confirmation, 
end your church going, and your 
chapel going; ye may be all that 
is good and excellent, but ye are 
fiying to the wrong city, and the 
avenger of blood will find you, 
after all. 


Poor soul! remember Christ 
Jesus is ‘the only refuge for a 
guilty sinner: His blood, His 
wounds; His agonies, His suffer- 
ings, His death these, then, are 
the gates and walls of the city of 
salvation. But if we trust not in 
these, without a doubt, trust 
where we may, our hope shall be 
2s a broken reed, and we shall 
perish after all. 


I may have one here who js 
just awakened, just led to see his 
sin, as if it were a murdered 
corpse beneath his feet; it seems 
to me that God has sent me to 
that one man in particular. Man, 
God has shown you your guilt; 
He sent me tonight to tell you 
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that there is a refuge for you; 
though you are guilty, He is good; 
though you have revolted and 
rebelled, He will have mercy on 
those who repent, and trust in 
the merits of His Son. 

And now He has. bidden me 
say to you, “Fly, fly, fly!” In 
God's name, I say to you, fly to 
Christ. He has bidden me warn 
you tonight against delays; He 
has bidden me remind you that 
death surprises men when least 
they expect it; He has bidden me 
to warn you that the avenger 
will not spare, neither will his 
eye pity. His sword was forged 
for vengeance, and vengeance it 
will have. And He has bidden me 
exhort you by the terrors of the 
law, by the day of judgement, by 
the wrath to come, by the un- 
certainty of life, and by the near- 
ness of death, this night to fly 
to Christ. 

“Haste, traveler, haste, the night 
comes on: 

And thou far off from rest and 
home: 

Haste, traveler, haste!” 

But, O how much more earnest 
is our cry when we say, “Haste, 
sinner, haste.” Not only doth the 
night come on; but, lo! the blood 
avenger is behind. Already he thas 
slain his thousands. Let the 
shrieks. of souls, already damned, 
come up in your ears. Already 
the avenger has done wonders of 
wrath; let the howlings of Gehen- 
na startle you; let the torments 
of Hell amaze you. What! will 
you stop with such a sword be- 
hind you? will you pause with such 
an avenger in swift pursuit? 
What! young man, will you stop 
this night? God has convinced you 
of your sin; will you go to your 
rest this night without a prayer”? 
Will you live another day without 
fleeing to Christ? 

No; I think I see the Spirit of 
God in you tonight, and I think 
I hear what He makes you Say. 
He makes you say, “No, God he!p- 
ing me, I give myself to Christ 
now; and if He will not now 
shed abroad His love in my heart, 
yet this is my one resolve; no 
slumber to my eyes will I afford 
till Christ shall look on me and 
seal my pardon with His Spirit— 
the pardon bought with blood.” 
But if thou sittest still, young 
man, and thou wilt do so, left 
to thy own free will, I can do no 
more for thee than this, I must 
weep for thee in secret. 


Hell Awaits Those Who Heed Not

Alas! for thee, my hearer; alas! 
for thee; the ox led to the slaugh- 
ter is more wise than thou; the 
sheep that goeth to its death is 
not so foolish as thou art. Alas! 
for thee, my hearer, that thy 
pulse should beat a march to Hell. 
Alas! that yonder clock, like the 
muffled drum, should be the music 
of the funeral march of thy soul. 
Alas! alas! that thou shouldst 
fold thine arms in pleasure when 
the knife is at thy heart. Alas! 
alas! for thee, that thou shouldst 
Sin and make merriment when 
the rope is about thy neck, and 
the drop is tottering under thee. 
Alas! for thee, that thou shouldst 
go thy way and live merrily and 
happily, and yet be lost. Thou 
remindest me of the silly moth 
that dances round about the flame, 
Singeing itself for a while, and 
then at last plunging to its death. 
Such art thou! 

Young woman, with thy butter- 
fly clothing, thou art leaping 
round the flame that shall de- 


frothy in thy conversation, gay 
in thy life, thou art dancing to 
Hell; thou art singing thy way 
to damnation, and promenading 
the road to destruction. Alas! 
alas! that ye should be spinning 
your own winding sheets; that ye 
should every day by your sins 
be building your own gallows; 
that by your transgressions ye 
should be digging your own graves, 
and working hard to pile ‘tthe 
faggots for your own eternal burn- 
ing. O! that ye were wise, that 


consider your latter end. O! that 
ye would flee from the wrath to 
come. 

©! my hearers, the wrath to 
come, the wrath to come! O, God! 


how terrible! these lips dare not 
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stroy thee. Young man, light and : 


ye understood this, that ye would] 


venture to describe, 
filleth in agony; and, my hearers, 
are: there not some of you that 
will soon be in the wrath to come? 
Yes, yes! there are some of you 
who, if you were now to drop 
dead in» your. pews, must: 
damned. Ah! ye know it; ye know 
it; ye dare not deny it; I see 
you know; as you hang down 
your heads, you seem to say it 
is true; I have no Christ to trust 
to, no robe of righteousness to 
wear, no Heaven to hope for. My 
hearer, give me thine hand; never 
did father plead with son with 
more impassioned earnestness than 
I would with thee. Why wouldst 
thou sit still when Hell is burn- 
ing in thy face. ‘‘Why will ye die, 
O house of Israel!” 


O God! must I preach to these 
people in their place in Hell; and 
must I continue to preach to them, 
and be “a savor of death unto 
death to them,” and not ‘a savor 
of life unto life?” And must I, 
must I, help to make their Hell 
more intolerable? Must it be so? 
Must the people who now listen 
to us, like the people of Chorazin 
and Bethsaida, have a more ter- 
rible doom than the _ people of 
Sodom?

Strange, strange, ‘that I should 
feel more for some of your souls 
than you do for yourselves! My 
God knoweth, there ‘is not a stone 
-that I would leave unturned to 
Save each one of you; there is 
nought that human strength could 
do, or human study would learn, 
which I would not seek after, if 
I might but be the instrument of 
saving you from. Hell; and yet 


you not, whom it should concern 
the most; it is my business, but 
it is far more yours. 


Sirs, if ye be lost, remember, 
it is yourselves that will be lost, 
if ye perish, ye perish; I am clean 
of your blood. If ye flee not from 
the wrath to come, I have warned 
you; I could not bear to have the 
blood upon my head which some, 
even of those who like sound 
doctrine, I fear, will have at. the 
last day of account. I tremble 
for some I know who preach God’s 
gospel, in some sense fully, but 
who never warn sinners. 

A member of my church said to 
me lately, “I heard such a one 
preach; a sound doctrine man he 
is called. I heard him preach for 
nine years, attending the theater 
all the time. I could curse, I could 
swear, I could sin, and I never 
heard a warning from that man's 
lips the whole nine years.” 


Ah! my God, my God, let this 


world hiss me; let me wear the 


you act as though it concerned 
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coat ‘that sparkleth,-and the cap 
that garnisheth, a fool..Let earth 
condemn me, and. let the fools 
of the universe “spurn- me; : but 


‘free me from the blood of. my. 


hearers! By God’s grace, again [ 
register the vow, God helping: me}- 
the only thing I seek - in this 
world is tobe. faithful to ‘my 
hearers’ souls. If you are damned, 
it:is not for want of preaching 
to, nor for want of earnest warn- 
ing. 

Young men .and. maidens, old 
men with gray hairs,. merchants 
and tradesmen, servants, fathers, 
mothers, children, I haye warned 
you this night, you are in danger 
of Hell, and as God liveth, before 
whom I stand, you will be there 
soon unless you flee from the 
wrath to come. Remember,. none 
but Jesus can save you. But if 
God shall enable you to see your 
danger, and fly to Christ, He will. 
Ihave mercy upon you forever, and 
the avenger of blood will never 
find you out. No, not even when 
the red lightnings shall be flasn- 
ing from the hand of God in the 
day of judgment. That city of 
refuge shall shelter you, and in 
the heart of Jesus, triumphant, 
blessed, secure, you shall sing the 
righteousness and the blood of 
Christ who shelters sinners from 
the wrath to come.
